East Indian Sporting Sketches.—No. 21. 

In the cold weather of 1868 H- and I were out 

shooting. For our camp equipage we had a couple of 
elephants belonging to the Nawab, who waB very lib¬ 
eral to follow sportsmen, and did all he could to ac¬ 
commodate them. He was a thorough, practical sports¬ 
man, played billiards and chess very well, was a crack 
shot, rode well to hounds, though an old man, and was 
the best checker player I ever saw. He never paused 
or pondered, but moved at once and was invariably vic¬ 
torious. 

But our sketches are of sport, and not of sportsmen, 
however good thoy may be. 

H-and I went out to a splendid snipe and duck 

ground, that was one vast net-work of gheela (pools) 
that stretched their shallow expanses over a large tract. 
In these shallow gheels a sort of rushy grass grows 
which was always well filled with snipe. The deeper 
holes were decked with water lillics, and bordered with 
rice, and were sure to contain a brace or two of duck or 
teal. Among these gheels we were to make our excur¬ 
sions, and as old H-was a victim to fever and ague 

he determined to do his shooting off the back of an ele¬ 
phant, and save himself from wet feel. To this propo¬ 
sition I was agreeable, as elephants can stand fire, and 
I was also anxious to try the experiment of shooting 
from so great an elevation. 

We sallied out, and when the gheels had but a narrow 
margin of rushes we separated, taking cither side, but 
where the snipe ground Was very wide wo joined forces 
and beat it together. 

On the whole we were very successful, especially 
with the teal and duck, which did not seem to mind 
the approach of the elephants very much. The snipe, 
however, are very much more reliant on hearing, and 
rise more to a noise than from sighting their foe. 

The exact bags we made on that particular day is im¬ 
material, even if 1 knew it; suffice to say that the shots 
to the right were difficult of accomplishment, as to sit 
any other than tailor-fashion on a pad on elephant-back 
is not comfortable. 

The point, however, that I am leading up to was a 
curious accident that happened to my elephant, on ac¬ 
count of the stupidity, want of reason, and perhaps 
self-esteem on the part of the mahorft (driver). We 
were moving from one ghcel to another, and had to 
cross a deep ditch, or open culvert, whose sideB were 

almost sheer, though its width was not great. H-'g 

elephant, which was leading, stepped across with a lit¬ 
tle extra stretch of his stride. But when mine came up 
to the same point he refused to cross, after snuffing the 
opposite bank with his trunk. The mahout stuck his 
heavy driving hook deep into the fleshy cushions on 
the top of the elephant's head and urged him with loud 
cries and commands to cross, but the elephant swerved 
and resisted. The dyke happened to be narrower Just 
here than for some hundred yards on either side, so 
that to cross Just above or Just below was impracticable 
at the instant. For this reason, and for the above men¬ 
tioned, dislike to being out-done by a rival driver, my 
idiot of mahout look no heed to my suggestion to go 
up higher, but saying “It Is no matter,” again urged hie 


! ponderous charge to cross at the suspected spot. At 
1 Inst the poor auimal responded to the goad, made the 
j step, though trumpeting loudly her objection to the 
; proceeding, and upon moving her second fore foot off 
I the near bank, ana throwing her weight on the foot 
i on the far bank, the bank gave way, sending me flying 
j over her head, whilst the mahout narrowly escaped bc- 

■ ing crushed. The worst of the fix, however, was that 

■ the elephant was fast stuck in the hole she had broken, 

; and was unable to turn so as. to make her way up the 
| dyke. The trumpeting of the elephaat drew H-'s 

attention and he returned to the scene of the accident. 
A fenrful amount of vituperation was exchanged 

between the two drivers, II-'s elephant, and the two 

drivers went off to the jungle hard by to cut fascines to 
place under the feet of the imprisoned one. The first 
load was sufficient, as the soil was fairly solid, and in 
a short time enough of the brush-wooa was mashed 
down under the elephant’s feet to raise them up, till with 
the assistance of her fellow, she regained terra firma 

But all this consumed our afternoon, so that wc had 
very little more of shooting. 

This incident has been called to mind by the perusal 
of the Rev. Mr. Wood's work on “Man and Beast, Here 
and Hereafter," and shows instinct in the first place 
and reason in the second. Instinct told her it wa9 un¬ 
safe, but reason argued that it was better to take the 
chances than undergo the ill-treatment she was sub¬ 
jected to, and reason also directed her to trample the 
brush-wood under foot to rise herself up from out of 
the hole. _ _ _ Bengalee. 

On the Wing In Wisconsin, 

Janesville, Wis., Nov. 1. 

To The Field :—Since I wrote you last I have been 
taking a flying trip. I left Elgin with the God speed of 
the boys and struck Belvidere, where I was received 
with open arms by Tousley of the Julien House, who 
afterwards, however, wanted to know if I was a “ dead 
beat," which I think he now is satisfied I am not. My 
impression of Belvidere is rather limited, as the weather 
while I was there was too Inauspicious to allow of much 
out-door work, however, from what I saw it seems to 
be a very pretty town, and the boys are well up in 
sports. 

From Belvidere I went to Rockford and put up at the 
noted Holland House, the proprietors of which, 
H. N. Starr, and his lieutenant, Wilson, are both pleas¬ 
ant, companionable parties, and do everything to make 
time hang light on the traveler’s hands. 

Rockford is noted for a good many things. Firstly, 
there is a young ladieB’ seminary, the objective point of 
all young male sight-seers, then the Watch factory, the 
engine of which has just arrived and is being put into 
place. 

The Water Power is a utilization of the power of the 
Rock River, which flows through the city dividing it 
into two nearly equal parts. Some of the heaviest 
manufacturers have their location on this power, among 
whom are Emerson & Co., the Mannys, Forbes, ana 
numoroas others. 

The trotting stock is also well represented by Dorr’s 
Tornado, and scions of that strain ; Ritchie’s Tornado 
Frank, os clean a limbed beast as ever walked the 
ground ; Sturtevanl's Miller Boy, a clean little stepper, 
and more than you would spare me place to speak of. 
My thanks aro due to Mr. Geo. F. Wilson, the champion 
umpire of the west. Through his kindness I was able to 
learn more of Rockford in less time than many others 
who were unacquainted with him would learn in throe 
timeB the same stay. Mr. Wilson has won hosts of 
friends all through the north-west by his skill as a fair, 
impartial, and perfect umpire, and has gained an en¬ 
viable reputation to the title of “champion umpire," 
to which the Bluff City Club of Elgin ’ testified in the 
shape of a handsome gold medal. To Bob Lincoln, 
an a to members of the Rockford press, I am indebted 
for many favors shown and courtesies extended. 

From Rockford to Beloit is not a very long run, but 
rather tedious. Beloit Is noted chiefly for its shoe and 


paper manufactories. There may be some connection 
or rather association between them, as it is a common 
saying that Beloit shoes have more paper than leather 
in their soles. However, 1 was very well received by 
Mr. Ed. Portland, of the shoe firm of Portland & 
Brittian, who assured me that his shoes had not a bit 
of paper about them except that in which they are tied 
up. Mr. H. N. Sherman, who won a prize at the Mem¬ 
phis Shoot, also makes this his headquarters, and when 
not engaged outside, tussles with the festive screw¬ 
driver, and joyous graver, and handles the inside of 
watches with neatness and dispatch. 

Madison, the Capitol of Wisconsin,—and more de¬ 
serving of the name of Bluff City than Elgin, Ill.,—was 
my next objective point. The city on a map looks like 
a dutch cheese mashed between two beer kegs, but the 
inhabitanls thereof, don’t uphold that appearance, as 
those that I met were of very affable disposition. 
Major Mayer, with Messrs. Fisher and Smythe, were 
quite au contraire. Major Mayer, your worthy corres¬ 
pondent in this city, took more than especial pains to 
show the beauties to the writer. He trudged with me 
through mud and water to visit the celebrities of the 
city in the sporting line, and in every way proved that 
there was no squashed cheese in him. The report is 
that sports are rather quiet around Madison, but judg¬ 
ing from the looks of the back rooms of some of the 
saloons that bad green covered tables with slits in the 
top, I should judge that some sports were considerably 
carried on, especially that one that resembles a fire 
scraper. 

Janesville was my next stopping place. This is 
another Bluff City. The court house is set on a hill so 
that it cannot be hid—and ensconced in the Register of 
Deeds’ office is Mr. Chas. Valentine, an assiduous 
reader of The Field and an ardent sportsman. He re¬ 
ceived me warmly and spoke very highly of your sheet 
as a medium of news of interest to the sporting frater¬ 
nity.

In this department ate also to be seen some very flue specimens 
of Scott's double express rifles, for frontier shooting. These are 
beautifnl. perfect instruments, made from the best steel and fin¬ 
ished in the highest style. 

Among the many articles for sportsmen furnished the trade by 
Messrs. W. Read & Sons, worthy of mention, are elegaut English 
gun cases, of which they keep a great variety and a large stock al¬ 
ways on hand. Fishing rods and other fishing accoutrements in¬ 
cluded In a sportsman's outfit, including fishing baskets, are to 
be found here in great quantities. Their stock of flue fishing rods 
of split bamboo, are of their own manufacture. These rous are 
made upon a new process, and are very strong nnd elastic. 

The fourth floor is devoted to storage of government supplies, 
such as army muskets, saddles, canteens, etc., etc. The stock on 
band of these goods Is large enough to equip an army of 10,000 
men at a moment’s notice. The stock or army saddles is espe¬ 
cially large, and in this line. Messrs. Read A Sons do a (urge ex¬ 
port business.

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The Season’s Wind-Up. 

The base ball season ended last Saturday, and we find that a 
moiety of the clubs that started on the journey for the pennant 
have got past the poat. De morhils nit uisi bonvm, Let the dead 
bury their corpses, and take good care that they do not flaunt 
their rottenness before, us next season. We want to see 
good play, equally matched clubs, and plenty of honest fair 
work. Without these, cluba cannot prosper. Let as say 
one thing—the one thing we have been saying all along—no more 
sbysterclubs—no more gate money catch penny hnmbngs. Let 
decent clnbs— and these know themselves-carry out some such 
regular organization as we have lately pointed out. And rept as¬ 
sured that the financial outcome will lie satisfactory. The Bos¬ 
tons we felt sure would Le first. The St. Loui* club has Justified 
our good opinion of their playing capabilities, but have shown a 
disgraceful facility for kicking and arguing with the umpire. The 
Athletics have somewhat failed during the latter part of the year, 
but a depleted exchequer buys but poor allegiance from its mer 
ceuaries. The llartforda have shown such splendid form dnriug 
this last six weehs, that there is do doubt that the high hopes 
entertained of them were justifiable, and that they will be very' 
dangerous to the Chicago centennials, as they will have no sbak 
lng together to go through. That fact put the Bostons Ahead at 
the start, and enabled them to establish funk, which was uot lo 
be overcome. The White Stocking# on one occaaiou showed what 
th*ey could do against them; so did other clubs to some extent, 
but they all, without exception, seemed to weaken the mo¬ 
ment the Boston# did any of their close play or hard hitting.

Down the centre ran a low partition, dividing 
the whole into two long narrow rooms, to the walls of 
which the dogs were chained, each having a card tack¬ 
ed aboue his place, bearing his own and his owner’s 
name. The floors were covered with fresh sawdust 
and the perfect ventilation kept the place pure and free 
from all odor. The show opened on Wcdensday morn¬ 
ing, and before the dogs had been assigned to their 
places, the building was crowded with visitors who 
kept coming nnd going all day long, while dog talk, 
pedigree and forms were freely discussed. Tbe dogs 
were divided into classes, each by itself, so that no 
mingling or confusion of kinds took place, and when 
at length all was in order, the sight was one to please 
the eye of any lover of the canine race. 

As this was strictly a sporting show, only setters, 
pointers and fox hounds were entered, but there were 
some beautiful specimens of all these strains, and tbe' 
blue bloods were out in force, showing their graceful 
form8 and silky coats side by side with the coarser and 
less well bred natives.

THE FIELD TRIALS. 

The trials, though set down for Thursday and two 
succeeding days, aid not commence till Friday morn-

auall had been turned loose in the spring, which, with 
the natural stock, made birds quite plenty. A special 
train was provided by the association, and horses were 
in readiness for the judges and representatives of the 
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preBs. The fields worked consisted of sedge grass, cot¬ 
ton and corn, with occasional narrow strips of bush. 
The judgOB of each class were appointed tho evening 
before the trials. Besides the casu prizes nmdo up by 
entrance money, three magnificent pieces of plate had 
been donated by Turf Field, and Farm, Forest and 
Stream and Rod and Oun. One of these was added 
to first money in each class, making in the aggregate a 
prize any sportsmen might be proud to win. The Rod 
and Oun cup, was a very ornate affair. It stood 
twenty-one inches high, the base being surrounded by 
figures of setters and fiying horses. Above this rose a 
shaft twined and ornamented with sporting devices, 
and the whole was surmounted by a gold lined bowl 
bearing on its outer surface medallions of deer heads 
and dogs. 

The Forest and Stream gift was a water set con¬ 
sisting of salver, ice pitcher, bowl and goblet, all 
beautifully chased and engraved with sporting scenes. 

The Turf Field and Farm sent a beautiful solid 
silver vase of rich workmanship and elegant design, 
CDgraved to suit the occasion. 

On Friday morning came the 

PCPPT STATKKH, 

$300 cash and magnificent cup, value $150, donated 
by Rod and Oun .—For setter and pointer pups, under 
eighteen months, for champion pup of America; $15 
entrance; $150 in cash and cup to first, $100 to second, 
$50 to third. Proof of age, if required. Judges, 
Messrs. Orgill and Williams. 

There were but fourentries for this stake, viz.: Maud, 
entered by P. H. Bryson, Memphis. Paris, entered by 
L. H. Smith, Canada. Duke, entered by Luther 
Adams, Boston, and Blanch, entered by .1, M. Taylor, 
Lexington. 

The morning was lowering and sultry, though a stiff 
breeze prevailed, but this was so hot and dry that it 
afforded little or no relief to the dogs. 

Duke and Paris were first put down to a weed field. 
Duke carried rather a better head, and was if anything 
the more stylish dog of the two. The first field was 
drawn blank, but along the further fence Duke turned 
his head and half paused as if winding birds through 
the fence; immediately after, Paris, who was some 
twenty yards away, came ton stiff point. Duke refus¬ 
ing to back, Paris stood by staunchly but the point 
proved false, and the dogs moved on. In the next field, 
which was of standing corn, Paris found and stood a 
bevy of small birds. These rose at the noise of the 
sportsmen pushing through the corn, when Mr. Smith, 
who was shooting over his own dog, killed a bird. The 
remainder flew to the woods, except two or three which 
settled in an adjoining cotton field. Paris dropped to 
shot, Duke not being near enough to do so. Paris then 
retrieved his bird in good style. Tho dogs were next 
brought up to the birds marked down in the cotton 
field. Paris found and stood, Duke not backing. The 
bird went off in a line with the judges, and was not 
shot at. Paris dropped to wing, Duke did not. Duke 
then flushed a single bird which was killed by Mr. 
Sterling, who was shooting for Mr, Adams. Both dogs 
dropped to shot, Duke retrieved well. Paris found 
again, and Duke passing, took the point from him. 
Nothing rose, and the point was scored false. Both 
stood, but again false. The dogs were then taken up. 

Blanch and Maud were next put down, but it soon 
became evident that Mr. Taylor, who was working 
Blanch, labored under great disadvantage, as bis bitch 
had just left tho trainer, and did not come home well 
enough to obey him properly. In the second field a 
small bevy rose before the (logs got near enough to 
point. The birds settled in a strip of bush, and Maud 
made a fine point, Blanch not being where she could 
back her. The bird rose but was not killed. Maud found 
again, Blanch did not back or get scent of the birds, 
though she passed between Maud and them. Two birds 
rose, and Ilorsfull, who was shooting over Maud killed 
one. Maud dropped to shot, Blanch to order. 
Maud retrieved very well, Maud was then charged 
nnd Blanch brought up to back her, which she 
refused to do. Blanch was thou charged and Maud 
backed her handsomely. 

Blanch flushed a small bevy and single bird in tbc 
bush—did not drop to wing. Both dogs then stood 


Off 

the same bird, which could not be killed, as it flew in 
line with the spectators. Maud then pointed, Blunch 
not backing. The bird ran before the point and Maud 
wooded it up, and stood again, Blanch not backing. 
Both bitches roaded on and 2 birds rose, 1 was killed, 
and Maud dropped to shot, Blanch to order. Blanch 
made a false point, but moved on before Maud could 
back; Blanch found again, Maud backed her, and the 
bird was killed by Mr. Taylor, both dogs dropping to 
shot. Blanch was ordered to retrieve, and on the way 
flushed a single bird, would not retrieve the dead bird 
when found. 

Theso bitches were then taken up and Duke and Paris 
put down again among the same birds. Paris found 
and Duke backed to order, which was not allowed by 
judges. The bird was not shot at, both stood again, but 
the bird had evidently gone. A bird rose, was killed and 
retrieved by Duke. The dogs were then taken up. 

The decision was reserved till evening, when the 
judges made the following report, according to the 
scale of points governing the field trial:

Purse $600 cash and magnificent Cup, valued at 
$150, donated by Turf, Field and Farm .—$25 en¬ 
trance. $250 and Cup to first, $150 to second, $100 to 
third, was next in order. The judges were Messrs.

For this there were four entries, ub follows: Maud and 
Paris, hunted by Messrs. Smith and Horsfall; Mr. 
Williams' Romp and Rake, hunted by Horsefall. Geo. 
W. Campbell’s Tom and May, entered by W. A. Wheatly 
and worked by Campbell. D. Bryson’s Lee and Thorn¬ 
ton’s Mab, worked by Horsfall. 

Maud and Paris were first put down. Maud found 
and Paris backed, but the points proved false. Paris 
then made a false point, Maud booking him handsome¬ 
ly. Each dog then flushed a bird in succession, tho 
weather being very close and the scent bad. Paris 
then made a false point and immediately after flushed 
a bird. Paris pointed, Maud backing; three birds rose 
and one was killed, which Paris retrieved but dropped 
twice on the way. Paris then pointed and Horsfall 
would not allow Maud to back, as birds bad just risen 
and he deemed the point false. Two birds, however, 
rose, and one was killed, which Paris retrieved in bet¬ 
ter style thaD the last. These dogs were then taken up. 

Romp and Rake were put down, but failed to find 
for a considerable time; a small bevy was put up by 
the crowd following the dogs, and marked down in a 
piece of bush with nigh weeds. The dogs were (alien 
to these when Romp flushed a single bird. Rake found 
and Horsfall killed the bird which Romp retrieved. No 
other birds being found this brace was retired. 

Tom and May were then turned loose, when Tom 
Immediately jumped a fence, nnd found a strong bevy 
in a strip of bush and weeds, May backing. The birds 
rose and were marked down without being shot at. On 
being taken to the place, both dogs stood, but the birds 
bad evidently run to the adjoining cover of bush. 
Tom found again and May passing him flushed the 
bird. Neither dog dropped to wing. Tom found and 
May refused to back but moved up to point. The bird 
rose and was killed, retrieved in poor style by Tom. 
Tom found and the bird rose at once was killed and re¬ 
trieved by Tom. Tom found and May again pressed 
up to point. This bird was not shot at. May pointed 
and Tom flushed tho bird as he came down wind in the 
tall grass. May found again and Tom backed. The 
bird was killed, both dogs dropping to shot. May 
then retrieved in poor style, mouthing and dropping 
the bird on the way in Both pointed but the bird was 
not killed; both dropped to wing. Tom found and the 
birds rose at once and were not shot at. May then 
flushed a single bird. Tom found and May came up 
to point. It proved to bo a running bevy which Tom 
roaded in good style to a staunch point; May backing, 
a bird was killed and retrieved well by Tom. Tom 
then flushed a bird, but immediately pointed another, 
May backing him, but not staunchly. The bird was 
raised and the dogs taken up. 

Lee and Mab were then put down. They both ran 
into a bevy going down wind in a corn field. The birds 
were marked down, and the dogs brought up, 
when Lee flushed but dropped to shot; Mab pointed, 
and Lee coming up, flushed the bird, for which he was 
well thrashed by Horsfall: Neither dog seemed to 
have any nose, as they both flushed four times in suc¬ 
cession, Lee dropping,to wing and shot, Mab refusing to 
drop. Mab pointed, and Lee took point from her. Hors- i 
fall killed the bird, which Lee retrieved well. The 
dogs were then taken up, and Tom and May put down 
to show pace, which the former work being in 'cover 
hud not allowed. They started like greyhounds front 
the leash. Tom, especially displaying most wonderful 
speed and nose, fairly raced up to a bevy across the 
field, and striking the scent when under too great head¬ 
way to stand, dropped to a staunch point, which he 
maintained till the judges approached, when he com¬ 
menced roading, and making a cast struck the bird be¬ 
hind his former point, and stood again staunchly, 
May pointing side by side with with him both 
times. The birds rose but were not shot at, us it whs 
late, and other dogs had to be tried. Tom’s action ex¬ 
cited universal remark, and had May been kb good, 
and both thoroughly broken they would have made a 
wonderful brace. 

It was now getting late, but as Tom's bird had been 
marked down in a garden, Romp and Rake were brought 
up, and instantly came to splendid points on different 
birds. Romp proved himself very staunch, refusing to 
be pushed from his point. These dogs were under su¬ 
perb control, being by far the best broken brace shown. 
They lacked in quartering tbeir ground, und didn’t dis¬ 
play much speed, but for close work were beyond re¬ 
proach. Two birds were killed over tbeir points in the 
garden, and one was retrieved by each dog in good, 
careful style. 

Maud and Puris were put down again, and came at 
ouco to a point, where a bird had been. It hud un¬ 
doubtedly flown, as it was growing dark, and the 
birds had begun to call together. A little further, and 
the dogs pointed alternately, each backing the other 
equally well though Maud had displayed all day the 
belter breuking. Two birds were killed, and each dog 
retrieved well, when the day's trials were declared end¬ 
ed, and the crowd took the train for home, where the 
judges made the following awards:

Ida fluahed a single bird, 
followed by Maud, who put up another though, going 
up wind. Ida pointed and the bird was killed and re¬ 
trieved by Maud, after which the dogs were taken 
UP- 

Tom and Harry were the next couple. Tom pointed, 
but Harry flushed tho birds. Tom pointed aguin, Harry 
backing. Three birds were killed, Tom dropping to 
shot, which Hariw refused to do. Tom retrieved ull 
the birds well. Harry then pointed, and Tom backed 
him well. A bird was killed and Tom dropped to.shot, 
while Harry did not. 

The dogs were next taken into an apple orchard, 
whore Tom pointed, and Harry passing took the point 
from him. The birds were not shot at, and the dogs 
were taken up. 

Paris and Ida were tried on dropping to hand, which 
Paris did well, Ida refusing. 

Harry and Maud were tried in the same manner. 
Harry found a strong bird which he stood, Maud back¬ 
ing, when Harry broke point and put up the bird, which 
was not shot at. Both then stood upon the same bird, 
which was not shot at. Neither of the dogs dropped to 
wing. They were then tried on dropping to shot. A 
gun was fired, when Maud dropped promptly, but Harry 
required to be ordered. When tried on dropping to 
hand, Maud went down instantly, but Harry required 
the word. They were then taken up. 

Tom and Pans were tried to dropping to hand. Paris 
dropped at once, but Tom refused both hand and order, 
and came in. They were tried again with the same re¬ 
sult. These dogs were then pul down in a stubble field 
which they drew blank. In tbc next field Tom pointed 
and Paris booked him. The bird was not killed, but 
both the dogs dropped to shot. They were then taken 
up. 

Lunch was now served, after which Paris and Maud 
were put down. Maud pointed and Paris backed her. 
The bird was killed and both dogs dropped, 
but Maud immediately broke charge, thereby earn¬ 
ing a thorough thrashing front Horsfall. The bird 
was retrieved by Paris, who soon after flushed a bird 
going down wind. Maud found a bird which was not 
shot at. Maud dropped to wing. Maud then'pointed, 
but Paris, who was coming out of a hedge, flushed the 
bird, Maud dropping to wing. Paris flushed a bird, but 
dropped to wing.

We are glad to note 
this manifestation of generosity on the part of our rail¬ 
road and express companies, as we know that it will be 
highly appreciated by all parties who desire to attend 
and bring their dogs and. fowls to the great National 
Dog and Poultry Show, and we are sure that their num¬ 
bers are numerous. 

The number of subscriptions which have already 
been received and promised, show that there yill be no 
lack of prizes to be competed for by the owners of fine 
dogs, whether of a sporting character or otherwise.

The Weetthe Great Hunting Ground. 

The terms, “The West," “The Great West,” and “The 
Far West,” are to most persons’ minds synonomous 
terms. To our friends of the East, along the seaboard 
States, the term The West, embraces all the territory 
of country lying west of the western boundary of Penn* 
sylvania, while to those of Chicago, the same term ap¬ 
plies to all the country lying between that city and the 
land of the setting sun. Imagine, if possible, a line 
drawn through Chicago from north to Bouth, dividing 
the States of Illinois and Indiana, and terminating at 
its southern point on the Ohio river, and imagine that 
river to its confluence with the Mississippi, and down 
the Father of Waters, as the Eastern boundary of The 
Great West. Having imagined that line, and casting 
the mind's eye over the vast area comprised between 
the aforesaid line and the Pacific ocean, and the north¬ 
ern boundary of the United States, and the Gulf of 
Mexico, one sees the hunting ground of the world. A 
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ground, which, while partaking of all the savagery of 
the heart of Africa, yet has the bordering of perfect 
civilization, giving to one who enters it the choice of the 
life of a hermit, a hunter, or member of civilized so¬ 
ciety. 

Within these bounds arc found game in quantities 
that do man can count, nor could the mind grasp the im¬ 
mensity of the numbers af all kinds and characters of 
subjects for the hunter's bag. 

From the reed bird to the wild goose, from the squir¬ 
rel to the buffalo, the whole West teems with animal 
life, meet for the bullet of the sportsman. The facili¬ 
ties for reaching all the shooting grounds from Chicago 
are of the best character. To the North, and North¬ 
west the duck shooting and deer running is reached by 
two main lines; to the West, the land of the buffalo, 
the home of the prairie chickens, the grouse and the 
quail, there are four or live lines of railroad, and to the 
South a main line dividing the State of Illinois in two 
parts, traverses the length of the State, and pierces 
through the heart of the South to the Gulf of Mexico, 
back from the shores of which, in Louisiana, Missis¬ 
sippi and Alabama, the woodcock, the ortolan and duck 
and goose abound in profusion. 

But the great shooting ground of the world is the 
West proper, the country being in a bolt between 
St. Louis and Lake Superior, covered with illimitable 
prairies spotted with lakes abounding in game, fish 
and resorts of wild fowl of all kinds; interspersed with 
belts of timber, the hiding place of the deer, bear, and 
smaller game of all kinds. There is no limit to the 
sport that our friends from the East can have, of one 
or all kinds, whether in fishing, shooting or any other 
kind of out-door sports. To those of the East who 
cannot believe what they hear and read, we would say, 
come West, and if the sight of game does not delight 
the heart of the true lover of sport, or the vast expanse 
of our prairies, and our varied and beautiful scenery 
of river and mountain, delight the heart of the tourist, 
may our character as truthful journalists and uphold¬ 
ers of trite Western sport be forever shattered. 


Fish and Came- 

The corporators of the Vermont State Association 
for the Production of Fish and Game, held a meeting 
at Burlington, on Thursday, October 28th, and elected 
the following officers for the ensuing year: 

President—Middleton Goldsmith.

The meeting was attended by a goodly number of the 
most influential and distinguished gentlemen of the 
State, and resolutions passed requesting the president 
to appoint a committee of two in each county, whose 
duty it shall be to use their influence in augmenting the 
membership of the association; to provide for publica¬ 
tion in the local press such Information as may be 
deemed necessary in furthering the interest and objects 
of the same, and to repross, by all suitable means, in¬ 
fringements of the laws of that State for the protection 
and preservation of fish and game; with power to 
prosecute any persons found violating said laws. Also, 
to use their influence in organizing sub-organizations 
in all the towns and counties in the State, all of which 
are most excellent, and will, we trust, prove productive 
of much good. 

In the evening an address on the “ Economic Advan¬ 
tages of the Protection of Fish and Game,” was deliv¬ 
ered by Dr. Goldsmith, in which he said that the Asso¬ 
ciation was not simply a corporation of sportsmen, but 
had for its object one of the great elements of national 
wealth, and to render productive the barren wastes of 
the State. He showed the advantages to be derived by 
the land holder and sportsmen, and the public gener¬ 
ally, from the legal protection of fish and game. 

The Secretary was instructed to forward twenty-five 
dollars to the National State Association in order to en¬ 
title them to a membership in that excellent organiza¬ 
tion, the object of which is to secure uniformity of leg¬ 
islation, and of action, among those of the various 
States. 

Mr. C. F. Orvis, the manufacturer of the much ad-. 
mired nickel plated, perforated fishing reel, is one of 
the corporators of the above Association, and improved 
the opportunity of exhibiting a fishing rod, the butt of 
which was made of Brazilian wood, and the second 
joint and top of lance wood. It is said to be a very 
fine specimen of workmanship and was much admired. 

We are compelled to let many interesting articles 
lay over this week in consequence of the length of the 
Memphis meeting and the Remington works. 


We are sorry that the match between the Dauntless 
and Mohawk, which was sailed on October 2flth, front 
Sandy Hook light ship 20 miles to windward and back, 
resulted in such an unsatisfactory manner. The match 
of itself was important, but a far more important mat¬ 
ter was dependent on the result. The Dauntless may 
be considered as the representative of the keel schoon¬ 
er, and the Mohawk the champion of the center board 
system. To us and to thoughtful yachtsmen in gener¬ 
al, it was u trial of systems as well as Bpeed. Each 
owner was confident of the superiority of his boat, and 
conscious of the excellence of his rival’s, so that each 
system was certain to have every thing done for it. The 
breeze was first rate, the weather delightful, and the 
sea just suited for a trial of speed. The Dauntless 
slipped away with the lead, and in going to windward 
lay over considerably more than her opponent, who 
both weathered and outsailed her to the turning point, 
having converted the minute she was behind at the 
start to a four minfitc advantage at the turning point. 
A small matter of about a minute in the hour, but still 
significant. But on rounding the mark, and bearing 
away oft' the wind, the Dauntless began to gain. Which 
would have won, who would have lost, can not be 
known. The night set in dark and hazy, and the light 
ship—the goal—was passed without either boat being 
aware of the fact. The steamer accompanying the 
race, which had been beaten out of sight in the run 
home, sighted the goal and threw out signals; the 
Dauntless responded to these and fulfilled the condi¬ 
tions of the race; the Mohawk however sailed away on 
to her moorings, either from not having seen the sig¬ 
nals, or deeming the inside berth held by the Dauntless 
at the time ns equivalent to victory. The match, 
though generally unsatisfactoiy, shows us this fact, 
that center-board boats need not necessarily be less 
weatherly or more rapid reachers than keel boats. 


The Great California Four-Mile Heat.— The 
second annual four mile heat race to be run under the 
J auspices of the Pacific Jockey Club, will take plncc on 
I Saturday, Nov. 13. In addition to the enormous stake, 
the revival of long distance races has created a wide¬ 
spread interest, and its decision will be eagerly looked 
forward to by the turfmen of all sections of the coun¬ 
try. A private dispatch from Mr. Walden gives the 
following list of entries: Springbok by imp. Australi¬ 
an, dam Hester by Lexington; Wild Idle by imp. Au¬ 
stralian, dam Idlewild by Lexington; Grinstcad by 
Gilroy, dam sister to Ruric; Rutherford by imp. Austral¬ 
ian, dam Aerolite by Lexington; Katy Pease, by Planet, 
dam Minnie Mansfield by imp. Glencoe; Fanny Hall, 
by Norfolk, dam Miami by Belmont; Hock Hocking 
by Ringmaster, dam Young Fashion by imp. Monarch; 
Revenue, Jr.; of the latter we know nothing, but as he 
Is in the hands of such shrewd turfmen as Clifton Bell 
and Mr. Walden, we shall expect a good account of 
him. At the recent Denver meeting he stnrtcd three 
times, winning his races with ridiculous ease, and sat¬ 
isfying his owners that they had a real “clinker." Of 
the lot, two were starters last year, viz, the fine daugh¬ 
ter of Planet; Katie Pease, the winner of last year's 
prize, and Hock IIockiDg, the latter was distanced in 
the second heat. This year Grinstcad, Springbok, 
Wildidlo, Rutherford and Revenue, Jr., have been sent 
on to do battle for the East, and two of them have 
given us a taste of their staying qualities. On the 25lh 
ult. in a match four-mile race, Grinstcad was defeated 
by Wild Idle in 7.25}. The track was heavy, and the 
race is reported to be one of the best run in America. 
The management are to be congratulated on tho strong 
character of entries engaged, and wo vouchsafe to say 
that financially, a rich harvest will be reaped. 

The Memphis Meeting.— In this issue will be found 
a full report of the proceedings of tho important meet¬ 
ing of the Tennessee State Sportsmen’s Association, 
which was held in Memphis last week. The able re¬ 
port of Mr. Burges, will, we trust, be highly appre¬ 
ciated by sportsmen who are interested in everything 
pertaining to the improvement and development of tho 
dog. He has taken particular pains to render it as 
complete as practicable, thereby making it invaluable 
for future reference. The proprietors of The Field de¬ 
sire to acknowledge their high appreciation of the 
courtesies extended to our two representatives—Messrs.

Every 
one who was at Memphis speaks in the highest praise 
of the manner in which they received their guests, and 
all of the sportsmen of Chicago stand ready to give 
them a hearty welcome when they come here. 
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More Sport.— We are very glad to notice that the 
English system of bumping races has at last been In¬ 
troduced Into this country, and to give the credit of 
the introduction to the Princeton Alumni. The sport 
of bumping is very popular in England, especially at 
the Universities of Oxford and Cambridge, which are 
situated on narrow streams, and on which side-by-side 
racing would be impossible. The plan is to post boats 
at a certain distance from each other in a lino along 
the river. A gun is fired to prepare. After an inter¬ 
val, a second gun is fired to get "ready all” and iu one 
minute the third gun sends every oar flashing into the 
water at once, and the long line of boats is off, each 
struggling to catch up with the boat in front and to 
prevont being caught by the boat behind. It is a great 
animated contest from end to end, and is perhaps the 
most exciting system of boating in vogue. The bump 
is accomplished when the bow of one boat touches any 
part of the shell in front of it, and is generally accom¬ 
plished by rowing hard till the bow almost touches the 
first oar, then by easing on one side and a quick turn 
of the rudder, the bow is caused to strike the other 
boat. Conqueror and conquered then clear out of the 
course, and in the next day’s racing reverse positions, 
the conqueror to go up higher if possible, the conquered 
to regain its position or keep from going lower. 

It will be the fault of E. P. Weston if he does not 
meet Dan O’Leary in the pedestrian arena.

National Guard Match for the Nevada Badge. 

When the rage for rifle shooting began to be felt out 
side of Creedmoor circles, the National Guard of Vir¬ 
ginia City, Nev., established a title range near their 
then flourishing city. They adopted the rules of the 
National Rifle Association, and made some notable 
scores at military ranges (200 and 600 yards). They 
made so satisfactory a record as to create a desire to 
compare their achievements with those of the militia¬ 
men who had the aitvautago of practising at Creed- 
moor. With this eocf in view the Brigadier General 
commanding the Nevada Stale National Guard com¬ 
municated with Col. Church, of the Army and Navy 
Journal, about June last, offeriug to Bend on here a 
badge to be competed for under certain conditions, by 
the Nutionnl Guard, of the state of New York. The 
principal features of the contest were these:—Open to 
companies of. the National Guard, Slate of New York ; 
not less than forty-six members in each company to 
shoot, and as many nbove that Dumber as the comman¬ 
der may see fit to bring into the field ; no competitor to 
shoot who is not an active member of the competing 
company ; distances, 200 and 600 yards ; five scoring 
and two sighting shots at each range ; position standing 
at 200, and any, without artificial rest, at 600 yards ; 
weapon, the regulation arm used by the State National 
Guard ; the winning company to hold the badge for 
one year; the records of the shooting to be made public 
through the press ; the company making the best aver¬ 
age shooting to be the winner. 

THE BA1H.E 

is a jewel worthy of the liberal, open handed people of 
the rich State from which it was sent. It was manu¬ 
factured by a jeweler in Virginia City, and is composed 
of gold, silver aud plntina from the Nevada mines. It 
is seven inches long by four wide, and is valued at 
nearly 81,000. The design is a combination of the 
State arms of New York and Nevada. 

On the 3d of duly last an order was issued from the 
Slate Adjutant General’s Office, in Albany, requiring 
the match to take place at Crecduioor under the super¬ 
vision of Colonel Church. The rifle inspectors of the 
brigade and regiment to which competing companies 
belong are to certify to the correctness of the scores of 
Ihc companies under their respective supervision, and 
the Inspector General of the Stale National Guard, as 
well as the General Inspector of Rifle prnctice, must, 
ex officio, sign the records of contesting companies. 
The results of the shooting arc to be handed in to 
Colonel Church on or before the first day of next 
month. 

TUB lOMl'CTlTOKH. 

Under the foregoing conditions there were but live 
entries of companies for Ihu mulch. These were:— 
Company I, Seventh regiment, Captain Casey iu com¬ 
mand; Company 11, Seventh regiment. Lieutenant 
Nicolls; Company A, Seventy-third regiment. Captain 
Storey; Company G, Forty-eighth regiment (Oswego), 
Captain Curtiss, and Captain Perry’s company' of the 
Forty-eighth (Brooklyn) regiment. The troops, accom¬ 
panied by their respective brigade and regimental in¬ 
spectors of rifle practice, reached Creed moor yesterday 
in lime to have commenced shooting at eleven o’clock; 
but arrangements were not completed in lime to admit 
of their beginning at the 200 yards’ butts before two. 
The weather was very desirable for practice, being 
clear, cold aud calm. Captain Casey’s command had 
fifty-five men on the field; the commands of Captain 
Perry and Lieuteuaut Nicolls bad each the required 
number of men—forty-six—present; and Captain Storey 
counted forty-one. Captaiu Curtiss’ company being 
allowed to shoot under certain restrictions at Oswego, 
it is not yet known bow many rifles lie brought into the 
match.

Race Horses For England. 

On Oct. 28th, eight thoroughbred American horses, 
the property of Mr. Sanford, were shipped aboard the 
steamship Holland, of the National line, for London. 
Of those shipped, the first is Prcakness. At the end of 
this, bis sixth campaign, the old horse is as fresh, as 
sound and as vigorous as ever. That he might prevail 
iu cup races in England seems very likely, for his race 
this summer in the Saratoga Cup was a grand pcforni- 
anec. Mr. Sanford, may not, however, run hint in 
England. He has no plans cut and dried, and his 
actions will depend upon circumstances. He intends 
to buy a good lot of English brood mares, and it is very 
likely that, instead of racing next year, Preakness will 
cover such as Mr. Sanford selects. Second, we men¬ 
tion Mate. This famous little horse has always been 
next to Prcakness in our estimation. At one time we 
thought he could beat Preakuess himself, two miles, 
weight for age, but we afterward discarded that opin¬ 
ion. It was a near thing between True Blue and Mate, 
but the son of Lexington uDd Balloon had a little the 
best of it. Bay Final, the three-year-old brother of 
Prcakness and the last produce of the famous old mare 
Bayleaf, who was wholly English in blood, being by 
Yorkshire out of the imported mare Maria Black, is an 
exceedingly good-looking colt. Not one of the eight 
homes on the pier, looked more like a racer of high 
type than Bay Final. He has not been a lucky colt. 
In preparation for the annual stakes at Jerome Park he 
threw a curb. He was then stopped and put in work 
again for Baltimore, not quite two weeks prior to the 
Dixie Stakes. Four days before the race for that great 
stake Mr. Sanford and Littlefield run Bay Final a two 
mile trial against Mate. It was a very high trial and 
the colt beat the trial borsc, but in so doing he “ cooked 
his own bacon,” and when he met Tom Ochiltree, Aris¬ 
tides, Viator, etc., in the Dixie aud Brcckenridge 
stakes, his speed was gone. But he ran honest and 
true, aud all that he lost in those races was lost in the 
first half mile. 

The fourth shipped is a big slashing two-year-old, 
called Bay Eagle, by Baywood out of Earring’ by Rin- 
gold. He has never started. Our English cousins may 
be informed that Baywood is own brother to Bayonet, 
Preakness, etc., by Lexington, out of Bayleaf. Ringoki 
was by Boston, sire of Lexington, out of Flirtilla, Jr., 
by Sir Archy, who was a son of Diomed, first winner ot 
the Derby. Earring's dam was Emma Wright, by im¬ 
ported Margrave, and she was also the dam of the 
famous race mare Mollie Jackson, by Vandal, son of 
' Glencoe. The other four are yearlings. There is a 
chestnut colt called Bald Eagle, own brother to Buy 
Eagle, and this is a very good looking yearling. Brown 
Prince is a great strapping son of Lexington and Brit¬ 
annia IV., by the Flying Dutchman. This colt has 
great size aud extraordinary bone and power. He ig 
now rather plain, but his action is first rate, as we are 
assured by Mr. Sanford, Littlefield, aud Hayward, and 
he will no doubt find a great deal in the course of the 
grund preparation. He is in the Derby and St. Legcr. 
of 1877, and so is Bald Eagle. There were two year¬ 
ling fillies shipped. Oue, Donna, by Baywood out of 
Dot, by Mad Anthony, grnmlam Laura White, by Glen¬ 
coe, is very line looking, and her brother, First Chance, 
has lately run well. But the other is a sweet filly, and 
her blood is the very richest combination out, iu our 
opinion. She is the smallest of the lot, but so blood- 
like and elegant in shape, with good substance and 
bone, that she makes some of the bigger ones look vul¬ 
gar by contrast. She was got by Glcne!g, the fine four- 
mile heat race horse imported by Mr Cameron, and 
run with brilliant success by Mr. Belmont. He was "by 
Citadel—son of Stockwell uud Sortie, by Melbourne,— 
and his dam Babta was by Kingston out of Alice Lowe, 
by Defence. The dam ol this yearling was by Stamps, 
by Lexington out of Mildred, by Glencoe. Stamps is 
own sister to Monarchist, who s’cemed to us to fill the 
highest conception of the blootl horse of high type in 
form and of the most invincible determination in run¬ 
ning. The yearling filly by Glcuclg out of Stamps is 
in the Oaks of 1877. Wo hope the eastward voyage 
will he rapid and pleasant.—A. )'. Sportsman. 

—A giraffe belonging to Forcpaugh's menagerie died 
in Schenectady, N. Y., on the 14lh ult. Il is said to 
have been valued at #7,000. On the road from Ams¬ 
terdam to the former place the wagon containing a rhi¬ 
noceros broke through a bridge near Hoffman’s' ferry, 
and Ihc animal, said to be valued at. #20,000, was fatal¬ 
ly injured. Later advices are to the effect that il has 
since died, and that Dr. Planck of Schenectady and 
Dr. Hall of Albany had it skinned, the meat cut from 
its bones, and sent to Rochester, where the skeleton 
will he prepared for Ihc Albany Museum. Professor 
Ward, of Rochester, with his assistants, had a number 
of peculiar tools made, with grapnels, ropes, etc. The 
skin was from three-quarters to an inch thick, and re¬ 
quired twelve strong men to lift the. box eontainipg it. 
It will be reduced one-half in bulk, and put over a 
rnanakin by the improved French method, the old Ger¬ 
man method of stuffing with straw, being found im¬ 
practicable. To properly prepare the skin, a large vat 
will be made in which it will be placed, in a solution of 
alum and sail. It will be taken out each day and work¬ 
ed down. The operation will require about two weeks. 
The stuffed skin can be placed in the museum dfiring 
the winter. The skeleton will not be arranged before 
next August. The eyes and portions of the tendons 
will be sent to tbe Albany Medical College, and the 
viscera to Cornell University. The animal was seven 
yoars old. The skin of the giraffe has been delivered 
and it is believed that the body will also be recovered.

Your kennel editor not only knows what a perfect 
dog, setter or pointer, should be, and has the faculty 
of conveying his knowledge to others, but he is the 
happy possessor of as fine a kennel of setters as Amer¬ 
ica can boast of. 

(Quality, not quantity, seems to have been his motto, 
for he has snared neither trouble or expense to select 
and import beauties of the finest blood, or to secure 
puppies of thoroughbred stock, imported by other en¬ 
thusiastic sportsmen. 

The writer had the pleasure of visiting Mr. B-'s 

kennel, a few weeks ago, and will try to describe the 
beauties seen there. 

Mr. B-’s home, situated near the quiet little town 

of Maysville, Ky., was selected by bun because the 
surrounding country was said to abound in game, which, 
however, this year is remarkably scarce, giving Mr. 

&-a poor chance to break his young dogs or to keep 

his old ones under perfect control for field work. 

The arrangement of the kennels is very good, the 
night kennel being a large log building, devided into 
four good sized rooms with sleeping benches and earth¬ 
en crocks for water in each. These are kept extremely 
clean and fresh, and for warm weather lattice doors 
arc hung In each of the openings. The day kennels are 
scattered through the orchard near by, and as an ad¬ 
joining field has pools of fresh water in it, supplied by 
springs in the same enclosure, Mr. Burges has a grand 
place to exercise his dogs. And now for the beauties 
themselves. 

Rufus, already well known as the wiuner of the 
champion setter cup at Paris, Ky., last June, is a most 
magnificent looking dog, both in color and form. Be¬ 
ing a pure Irish setter, he naturally shows the charac¬ 
teristics of the breed. He is of the fashionable deep 
rich red—with a perfectly flat coat, and beautifully 
feathered, the flag on his tail being long, ten inches, 
comb-like, and tapering off to the tip. Rufus stands 
fully 26 inches at the shoulder, and looks like a goer and 
slayer ,for he is almost perfection in form from his nose 
to the tip of his tail. He was imported from the ken¬ 
nel of J. S. Skidmore, early last summer, whs born in 
1873, his breeder being Capt. Trench, of Glenmalyrc, 
Ireland. He is brother of Mr. T. H. B. Rutledge’s cel¬ 
ebrated dog Wadds, the winner of first prize and spec¬ 
ial cup at Dublin, in 1874. .Rufus is himself the winner 
of prizes at Dublin, Nantwich and Burslcm in 1874, be¬ 
sides winning first and the champion cup at Paris since 
his arrival. As he has probably gone to Memphis, we 
may hear from him again. 

Friend, imported by Mr. E. F. Stoddard, of Dayton, 
O., is a beautiful, pure Irish setter bitch, perfection in 
color and remarkably handsome in feather as well as 
form. She is long and low, being 24) inches at the 
shoulder. Her head is fine, with a remarkably intelli¬ 
gent and expressive eye. She was selected by Mr. G. 
Tcasdulc Buckell, who purchased a number of puppies 
for Mr. Stoddard, and after raising them, selected the 
best one, Friend, and disposed of the balance. She is 
highly bred and shows all the noble characteristics of 
I be noble breed to which she belongs, aud her eight 
puppies by Iiufus, whelped in August, arc equally fine. 
This litter is, without any exception, the finest lot I 
have ever seen, and I prophesy some of them will be 
heard of as winners before many years. Mr. Stoddard 
was, 1 think, to have Rufus 2nd, the picture of his no¬ 
ble sire, in all but color, which is of course not yet of 
the deep blood red grade. 

Friend won the first prize cup for bitches, at Paris. 
She too will be shown at Memphis, I suppose, and in 
my opinion will stand a very good chanco for a place 
among the bitch show winners. As Mr. Burges has had 
no opportunity to work his dogs on game this season, 
there Deing no quail about Maysville this year, I pre¬ 
sume he will not enter any of his dogs for the Held 
trials. 

Di, Mr. Burges’ Leiccster-Dot puppy, bred by Mr. 
L. H. Smith, of Strathroy, Ontario, is, as her pedigree 
shows, one of the now famous "Field Trial Breed," 
brought to such perfection by Mr. Llewellin, "the 
King of setter breeders.” 

Di is 244 inches at the shoulder, rather large boned 
and not yetfully developed. She will make a fine animhl 
when matured. 

When at Mr. Burges' house two remarkably fine Irish 
hitches were very ill, aud both have since died. Kath¬ 
leen, the younger, was by Mr. Llewellin’s prize dog, 
Knowing, out of Kitty (both pure Irish setters), import¬ 
ed by Wm. Jarvis, Esq., of Claremont, New Hamp¬ 
shire. Kitty is now owned by Mr. Bierbower, of Mays¬ 
ville, Ky. Belle, the other, had just been received 
from England. She had been forwarded, in pnp to the 
prize dog, Wadds, but being delayed several weeks on 
the voyage, her pups died in her, and when Blie reach¬ 
ed Mr. Burges' kennel she was beyond cure, being un¬ 
able to stand, she was so weak. Her loss was a great 
one, as she was very highly bred and remarkably hand¬ 
some. Mr.-Burges has since informed me that he pro¬ 
poses importing two more bitches to replace the two 
just lost. 

Last, but fur from least, comes the beautiful Queen 
Mab," the pride of the kennel. She may well be called 
Queen, both on account of her rich royal blood, and 
because she is the queen of all setters I have yet seen. 
No dog can be better bread, as she is by Mr. Llewel¬ 
lin’s famous Dan out of the same gentleman's Nelly. 
Dan is Bire of more prizewinners than any dog in Eng¬ 
land. Nelly is own siBter to the'great Countess, with 
whom she ran at Vaynol, making the full 100 points, 
the only time ever made. 

Nelly is pure Laverack, being by Dash 2nd, out of | 


Moll 3d. Queen, Mab’s sire and dam, with her two 
grand sires, have won 22 prizes at shows and trials. 

Mab has never been exhibited, and as I hear she is 
now coming in heat, I presume she will not appear at 
Memphis. She will show to the front, when she docs 
appear, I promise you. She is about 25 inches high, 
though but 14 months old, and will bo moat perfectly 
formed when fully developed and matured. In color 
she is blue and tan, with a large black saddle on her 
back, extending down the sides nearly equally. Blue

er head is black, and elegantly shaped—high and thin, 
and remarkably intelligent face. Tan spots over the 
eyes, and on the cheeks and side of nose. 

She is finely yard broken and an indefatigable worker 
in the field, very stylish in her motion, with extra nose 
and very staunch, though she has never had a game 
bird killed over her in this country. Mub was bred by 
Mr. R. LI. Purcell Llewellin, the owner and breeder of 
more prize winners, -during the past few years, than 
any man in England.

Why this antipathy to so 
worthy a name arose, I cannot say, but the fact remains 
as a blot on the escutcheon of the Newmarket man¬ 
agement. Petty pique—for to that only can the public 
attribute their actions—is a miserable feeling to no in¬ 
dulged in by so Hugust a body as the Jockey Club. In 
addition to these and other races of great excellence, 
we have had the much looked for match uctwecn Galopin 
and Lowlunder, which was won by the three year old 
with great case by a length, though the illustrious 
George was on ihc back of the ex-hurdle racer. Galo¬ 
pin further showed his superior merits by rollicking 
home over the lj mile course for the Newmarket Der¬ 
by, Craig Millar justifying the Legcr positions by giv¬ 
ing 7 lbs. to all the other animals which joined issue, 
clearly showing that Balfe, Picnic and St. Lcger were 
quite out of the Leger race.

Memphis. 

St. Loos, Nov. 3,1875. 

To The Field. —Having already sent in the scores 
made at the Tournament at Memphis last week, and 
performed part of our journey homeward, an hour's 
leisure here will allow me to give you a paragraph or 
two further in relation to Memphis, her people and sur¬ 
roundings. 


from her levees a long stretch of the Mississippi, which 
curves away like a silvery thread to the North-West 
and South-West, as you face the river, and most of the 
time giving one a sort of panoramic view, at once daz¬ 
zling to the eye and cheering to the mind. At the levees 
at all times, there arc a dozen or more steamers loading 
and discharging, and the confusion and bustle a» the 
evening hour or departure comes makes an enlivening 
scene, for those who choose to stand upon the high 
bluff and take in the spectacle. 

The trade of Memphis, since the war, has been as

greatness. Now, however, the skies arc brightening, 
and the future seems most promising.

The 
fields are white with this staple, and notwithstanding 
there are thousands of idle negroeB, the work of gather¬ 
ing Is slow. The inborn, natural laziness and constitu¬ 
tional aversion to labor, on the part of “our colored 
brethren,” makes it difficult to talce advantage of the 
market and good prices, and so the crops will con¬ 
tinue to lag and drag their way to the mills.

something for the stormy days, which come within 
the life time of every unbleached American citizen, 
just the same as with the "onsartln white man.”
